~ Calling upon the graduates to consider 
what they could give to the world as 
well as what they could get from it, 
Prof. Irving Fisher of Yale University 
‘swept aside the “glittering general- 
ities” of the usual commencement day 
Oratory and delivered a straight-from- 
“the-shoulder address yesterday at the 
‘University of New Hampshire, dealing 
‘with what he declared were the two 
great issues before the American peo- 
ple—prohibition and world peace. The 
economist took as his subject “Some 
Responsibilities of the College Gradu- 
‘ ate” and stated that he believed he 
could be of the greatest help by dis- 
cussing frankly some of the concrete 
problems of the day.

Master of Arts—Fred H. Brown, 
Governor of New Hampshire; Eliza- 
beth Pickering DeMerritt, dean of the 
University of New Hampshire.

“The university laboratory has 
shown alcohol to be a narcotic poi- 
son,” declared Professor Fisher.

RACIAL PROBLEMS 
- STUDIED AT VASSAR

Conference Analyzes Notions of 
| Race Superiority Which 
Lead to Prejudice 


POUGHKEEPSIE. N. Y., June 1% 
(Special)——“The melting pot in Amer- 
ica is a reality in a sense never under- 
| stood by amateur ethnologists who use 
_the term glibly, but it is not a peril,” 
Prof. Julius Drechsler of the College 
;of the City of New York said in the 
‘open forum of the Institute for a 
| Christian Basis for World Relations 
,at Vassar College. He added: 
| The problem presented in the shift- 
ing conflicts of racial discrimination 
is the attitude of drifting. Race con- 
flicts must be directed and controlled. 

The alternative is another war, which 
would cripple civilization. There is 

no scientific basis for any theory or 
_ cult-of racial inferiority. At present, 
scientists studying the problems of 
race are at variance with one another. 

Judgment must be withheld, and we 

must be slow to draw conclusions on 

hastily generalized and incomplete 
facts. 

Race discrimination was the topic 
‘of the day in the four groups into 
which the conference divided itself 
for the study of the main provinces in 
the fleld of practical world relation- 
‘ship. A report for the four study 
groups was presented in the forum by 
Miss Mary Ely, professor of Biblical 
literature at Vassar. Prejudice, re- 
sulting in notions of race superiority 
that seem unconscious and innate ex- 
ist between many nations and racéa. 
the report said. Eleven combinations 
of racial prejudice were found by th2 
‘delegates. Physical differences in ap- 
pearance and color entered into 
seven out of the 11, religion into 
three, political causes into 19, eco 
“nomic causes in 10, cultural causes in 
eight. 

Discussion of racial discrimination 
was frank and unprejudiced. The 
Negro problem was studied by the 
delegates, among whom are severa! 
Negro women, leaders in the socia! 
betterment of their race. Deaa Lucy 
Stowe of Howard University, Wash- 
ington, spoke of the handicaps and 
disabilities suffered by Negro students 
in their attempt to attain the higher 
education.

BY ONE-TUBE REFLEX SET 


Mr. Sleeper’s Circuit Noted for Simplicity of Operation— 


he. 


_ Controlled by Variometer and Rheostat 


By M. B. SLEEPER 


Of all the one-tube refiex sets that 
I have ever used, the Improved Reflex 
described in this article has given by 
far the best results.in receiving and 
at the same time is the simplest to 


operate. In the ‘accompanying pic- 
ture you will see how the set is put 
together, while the wiring diagram 
shows the connections of the different 
instruments. 

At the Darien laboratory in Con- 
necticat, 50 miles from New York City 
radiocasting stations, speech and 
music come in with all the volume 
that a small loud speaker can handle. 
As a matter of fact, stations over a 
thousand miles can be heard on the 
loud speaker but, at least at our sta- 
tion, not with really sufficient volume. 
This outfit, however, should be en- 
tirely satisfactory for bringing in sta- 
tions up to a range of 40 or 50 miles, 
while stations farther away can be 
heard easily with the head phones. 
The total cost of the parts is a little 
under $30. 

A panel 7x14in., 3-I6in. thick, car- 
ries the variometer, rheostat, tele- 
phone jack and jack switch, and sup- 
ports a vertical panel 3%x7ins. to 
which the tube panel, of the same size, 
is secured. The sub-panel is mounted 
by means of four brass pillars 4in. 
in diameter and 3%in. long. Under 
_the tube panel the radio frequency 
transformer and the 1-10 audio trans- 
former are secured as well as the vac- 


uum tube socket. You can see. that 
the socket is held in place by four %- 
in. brass rods put on to the terminal 
screws in place of the binding posts 
thumb nuts. On the left is the fixed 
crystal detector, one end of which is 
screwed into the panel to support it. 
Connection is made to the lower end 
by putting a soldering lug between 
the nanel and brass ferrule on the de- 
tector. 

A very important device in this set 
is the 0.001 mfd. mica type condenser 
connected in the, antenna circuit. A 
jack switch is provided to short-cir- 
cuit this condenser if a very long an- 
tenna is used, but ordinarily the con- 
denser is left in the circuit. 

To tune the set, the variometer is 
adjusted for wavelength. Then, when 
a station is heard, the rheostat is 
turned up slightly until the signals are 
at maximum intensity without distor- 
tion. The adjustment of the rheostat 
is necessary because, in this set, It 
not only regulates the filament cur- 
rent but it increases the volume of 
‘the signals. Since the improved re- 
flex set is so simple to operate it is 
particularly recommended to those 
who are interested in the. actual re- 
ception of signals rather than in ex- 
perimenting with radio, for this outfit 
is entirely satisfactory to those who 
do not understand radio {nstruments 
or their use. Moreover, no storage 
battery is required.

“The Mask and the Face,” with its 
coherent, if improbable story, sus- 
tained quality of technique, clever 
characterization, amusing situations, 
and mordantly witty lines, is quite one 
of the best farces seen on the English 
stage for some years past. Its theme 
was used by Tolstoi in “The Living 
Corpe,” and by Arnold Bennett in ‘‘The 
Great Adventure,” but the tale this 
time has a new farcical twist. A 
woman fg the central figure this time, 
a very attractive woman, too—-the 
clever, insinuating, rather mischievous 
young wife to a quite undeserving hus- 
band, Mario. He is one of those unfor- 
tunate people who, all too conscious of 


limitations—which in this instance in-. 


clude a colossal vanity, a morbid dread 
of ridicule, and a total lack of humor— 
is. always endeavoring to mask. his 
feebleness and futility behind an as- 
sumption of the matter, and an exag- 
gerated pomposity of manner.. 


Mario’s favorite pose hitherto has. 


been that of the strohg silent man, 
who, among all the husbands with 
whom he mixes in this Italian society 
around Lake Como, is the only one 
courageous enough openly to advocate 
drastic treatment of any erring spouse. 
When circumstances conspire to make 
him believe that Savina, though in 
fact faultless, is behaving no better 
than some married women about her, 
the time has evidently come to make 
good his boasts. He will do so. “To- 
morrow they shall laugh at me no 
longer.” But when tomorrow comes, 
courage fails. and Mario can do no 
better than send his wife a few miles 
away across the frontier«adnd give out 
that she lies at the bottom of the 
lake. 

- At the trial he continues “the ada- 
mant pose,” and maintains it as best 
he can throughout the hysterical hero 
worship which follows upon his tri- 
umphant acquittal. But it is a hard 
task and a lonely one, this of being 
“a great public character,” and when 
Savina—(who, of course, has sized 
her-man up: long before this), inop- 
portunely returns ftom banishment 
with the double intention of attending 
her own obsequies and of wheedling 
her husband into acceptance of her 
now duly considered plans—the trou- 
bles of Mario and the merriment of 
the audience reach a climax. With 
remorseless logic, Savina points out 
to him that these. late devices of his 
have been no more than tricks by 
which to hold up the mask before 
the face of. his Vanity, and that in the 
end the only. ‘ solution of his 
problem is to op it and the. world 
henceforth with. the only really potent 
weapon that a man can handle—the 
sword of truth—and therewithal to 
take back to his heart and home a 
certain charming lady, of whom, at 
bottom, he is much more fond than he 
supposes. All this, very fearfully, and 
in dreadful anticipation of becoming 
‘the classic instance of his kind,” he 
finally consents to do. 

This witty and pungent satire was 
admirably acted, from first to last, Mr. 
Frank Cellier, that accomplished and 
versatile player who is fast taking a 
front place among the leading men of 
the London stage, hit. off, to the life, 
the empty, high-sounding pomposities, 
of te vanity-blinded Mario. Never for 
an instant did the Mario of Mr. Cellier 
slip even a little way out of the char- 
acter, and he had the ‘advantage -of 
working with a Savina who could 
hardly have been better It has

The “Guide” 
more than a first primer to. the 
earlier book, for it contains all the 
maps, showing white stars on a dark 
field as in the sky, and accompanied 
by key-charts tracing out the con- 
figurations. The paper of the book, 
though good, is not quite suited for re- 
producing the night-ckarts, and’ some 
of the stars, even bright ones, are 
obliterated in the copy examined. The 
25 pages preceding the charts describe 
fully the hourly and seasonal move- 
ments of the firmament.

BIG CALL FOR PIG 
IRON IN MIDWEST 


Finished Steel Business Light, 
However, and Prices Are 
Inclined to Sag 


CHICAGO, June 18 (Special)—Heavy 
buying of northern pig iron continues, 
and it seems probable that by the end 
of this week the reduction of $1 a ton 
by the leading producer will have 
brought out nearly 100,000 tons of new 
business. 

Moat of the large melters in this dis- 
trict have covered at least part of their 
third and fourth quarter requirements 
of iron at the new price of $21, furnace. 
Not fer six months have pig iron buy- 
ers shown so much confidence in the 
market by doing so much forward 
buying. ' 

In the finished steel markets there is 
no such encouragement. The recent re- 
duction to 2.25 cents, Chicago, for soft 
stee] bars and 2.35 cents, Chicago, for 
structural shapes and tank plates has 
not prompted any appreciable increase 
in business. Inatead steel ingot opera- 
tions in this district have dropped to 60 
per cent and one more steel works stack 
has been blown out at Gary, leaving TIl!- 
nois Steel Company and Inland Steel 
Company with only 14 out of 30 steel 
works stacks active. 

Activity is greater in structurals than 
in any other finished stee] product. The 
largest recent award is that of 3000 tons 
in the Santa Fe Railroad shops at San 
Bernardino, Calif., to the American

Railroad buying has 
dwindled and motor makers are reduc- 
ing output to fit the demand, 35 per cent 
being a not unusual restriction. Retail 
trade is very backward, partly due to 
unseasonal weather and partly to dis- 
tinct sales resistance to present prices. 
Consumers are restricting purchases to 


a marked degree, while retailers and 
wholesalera decline to carry stocks. 

The manufacturer, facing slackening | 
demand for goods and high labor and: 
material costs, prefers to curtail or shut 
down. Hence, increasing unemployment 
and a beginning of informal wage re- 
ductions. This movement has made con- 
siderable headway in New England. 
Horizontal wage cuts are not yet being 
consummated: in fact. atrikes have re- 
sulted from such attempts. The same 
objective is being reached, however, by 
regarding and reclassifying work, labor 
preferring to work at less than schedule 
rates rather than not at all.

' Covetousness in some form, some eager 
material desire, sets up other gods be- 
fore the one God. The trail of the 
i'serpent, self-seeking, may be traced 
i throughout the whole of human his- 
| tory. The way which Jesus called the 
“broad way” that leads to destruction 
‘is ever the way of personal desire. 

' Christian Science has come to the 
| world to turn men back to the clear 
 rightequaness of the older Scriptures,

South Africa pected, for under the Constitu- 
eer SRR tion the Government had still a 
considerable term ahead of it. 
But its small majority had been almost wiped out by 
‘defeats at by-elections and the rejection of one of the 
party's most prominent members, in what was regarded 
as a safe seat, decided General Smuts to ask the country 
to choose definitely which of the parties it wanted to have 
at the helm. ‘ 

The fundamental saibuies at stake in the election go far 
back into history. Four years after the Boer War, in 
‘1906, a Constitution was established in the Transvaal 
whereby a Dutch majority under General Botha and Gen- 
eral Smuts assumed responsibility for the Government. 
Two, years later a South African convention drew up a 
Constitution federating the four South African colonies 
into a single Union, which was passed both by the South 
African and the British parliaments. This Constitution, 
however, was more than a successful piece. of federalism, 
it was a concordat between the British and Dutch in South 
Aftica that they would bury the hatchet of their radical 
quarrels by ceasing to be Dutch Transvaalers or British 
Cape Colonials and accepting, equal citizenship in a new 
South African nationality. ; 

.For the rest of his life General Botha, one of the great 
~ figures of modern times, gave himself up to one supreme 
purpose, that of making the union of the two races, 
established in theory and in law by the Union Constitu- 
tion, a definite reality in the lives and hearts of the South 
African people. It was with this purpose that he fought 
the rebellion of his own Dutch fellow countrymen at the 
beginning of the Great War, and that he organized and 
dispatched South African troop: to Europe to fight along- 
side the armies of the other nations of the British Com- 
monwealth in the common cause of human freedom. In 
all this task of building up-a true South African nation- 
hood he was enthusiastically supported by Géneral Smuts 
and the principal leaders of the British South Africans, 
who today lead the South African Party. 

Throughout, his principal opponent was General 
Hertzog. General Hertzeg was not opposed to the 
Union, for he Was a member of the convention which 
drew it up and of General Botha’s first govern- 
‘ment. But he was first a Dutch Nationalist and 
second a South African, and wanted, not to merge 
the two races into a single new fation, but to keep 
Separate and distinct the “two streams.” It was on 
this issue that he eventually resigned and with others, such 
as Mr.. Tielman Roos, founded the Nationalist Party, on 
a substantially racial basis. For a time the party plaved 


PF | 


* with the idea of bringing about the secession of South 


Africa from the British Commonwealth. But seeing that 
such a policy must lead to.a South African civil war, the 
Nationalist Party has recently pushed secession into the 
background, and now stands for opposition to its rival. 
the South African Party, and for South African develop- 
ment according to Dutch, rather than British, ideals and 
aspirations. 3 

There was, however, a third element i in the election and 
that was the Labor Party, led by Colonel Cresswell. The 
Labor Party stands for the more or less socialistic-creed 
that is common to other Labor parties. It consists 
chiefly of the workers who live on the great gold fields of 
the Witwatersrand, mainly owned by foreign capitalists, 
and in Cape Town. And its policy. is largely affected by 
the fact that the economic position and status of. the 
white worker is every year being more seriously chal- 
lenged by the competition of native labor, and ‘that it 
wants protection in some shape or form. 

The actual electoral contest was a struggle between the 
South African Party under General Smuts and the Na- 
tionalist and the Labor parties united by a pact. The 
weakness of the South African Party is that the country 
is tired of a. gavernment whose head has been con- 
tinuously in office for nearly twenty years. The weak- 
ness of the Nationalist Labor pact is the manifest ‘in- 
compatibility, both in personnel and in ideas, between a 


party of ultra-conservative back-veld Boers and an ex-° 


tremely radical Labor group. The verdict, according to 
the incomplete returns received this morning, would ap- 
Pear to indicate the defeat of General Smuts. 


TamMany HAL is thrown vividly again on the

“the general elevation.. More important and timely is it, 
however, than suth speculations, when the eyes of the 
country are focused on the national convention, for the 
people ‘of the United States to see exactly what Tammany 
Hall is and always. has beef as a political entity. 

For Tammany and its bosses, whoever they may be, 
are the inevitable outgrowths from the political habits of 
Americans dwelling in large cities: The roots, too, of 


the plant that has flowered in Tammany run out into the _ 


smaller towns and reach to the ‘villages and farms. 
Thence arises the relationship that has always existed 
between the machine i in the big city and the more loosely 
fashioned contraption “up State? or “down State,” be- 
twéen the Crokers and the Platts, for r example. Tammany 
as an American political plant differs in no essential 
characteristic from like plants‘in Philadelphia; Cincinnati, 
Pittsburgh, or Chicago. They all sprout in the same soil, 
feed on the same food, are allowed to grow and blossom 
by the same consent and habits of a similar citizenship. 
It is not an affair of Republican or Democratic par- 
tisanship, or issues, or policies. It is not a “party” 
development at all. There is no essential difference in 
ideals or objects between the “Tammany crowd,” the 
“Chicago crowd,” the “‘Philadelphia crowd,” ‘and the 
“Ohio crowd.” They are all built on the same concep- 
tion of government and employ the same ways, shough 
with differing efficiency, of carrying that conception into 
effect. Because they are able much of the time to get 
concrete results from their ideals and efforts, they are 
called “practical politicians.” 
The conception of government on which all these 
“machines” are reared is that it is something out of which 
men organized for the purpose can reap rewards in money 
and power for their own benefit and not for that of the 
public at large. They see what they want and go after 
it. This is the direct opposite of the conception of 


government held by “reformers” and by the mass of the . 


people, it is to be hoped, whenever they turn their atten- 
tion to their public affairs. 

Why is it that Tammany and the other “crowds” suc- 
ceed in getting what they want so large a part of the 
time. while reformers and the people seem so generallv 
helpless? The answer is plain. The “crowds” not only 
see what they want, but they seek it in a definite, prac- 
tical way. Thev are loval to their “cause” and their fel- 
lows. They give thought, and intelligence, and time, and 
energy to the attainment of their objects. The people do 
not. That is the sum and the substance of the whole 
matter. Thomas C. Platt once said on the witness stand 
that he succeeded, while the reformers failed, because he 
worked at politics 365 days in the year and the reformers 
only occasionally. 

‘The ‘teamwork and the inte}ligence and the industry 
of Tammany and the “crowds” are praiseworthy. The 
evil things about them are their objects and some of the 
ways in which their activities operate. When the people 
really make up their minds to go after those things they 
desire that are higher than Tammany’s ideals, when they 
become determined to put their government on a loftier 
plane than that of the “crowds,” they can do so if they 
will adopt Tammany’s good characteristics and organize 
for it, be always loyal to their ideals and to their co- 
workers, and strive with definitely applied energy for that 
honest and efficient government they crave and need. 

They must learn, as Tammany ‘knew from the begin-

ing Paul Painleyé as_his successor, they failed to reckon 
with the vote and the individuality of the Senate. Though 
nominally controlled by the same party.as the Chamber, 
the Senate jealously guards its indépendence and refused 
to obey the instructions of the party caucus. Such things 
have happened before and yntil party discipline becomes 
stricter may, happen again. The new President said he 
was not a cahdidate, but could not prevent his friends and 
colleagues from voting for him. 
Behind M. Doumergue was not only Nationalist 
’ but also a certain 
‘tradition that the President of the Senate should be the 
normal candidate for the Presidency of the Republic. It 
is not a bad custom and it has given the country. several 
chief magistrates of the kind that its form of government 
demands for smooth functioning. In 1913 Raymond 
Poincaré broke this tradition, offering his candidacy when 
Premier, thereby virtually dictating his own elevation. 
Alexandre Millerand did the same in 1921, but when 
Georges Clemenceau, who was more powerful at the mo-, 
ment than either; tried to rise from the Premiership to 
the Elysée Palace in 1920 he was defeated, not by the 
President of the Senate, but by the President of the 
Chamber, who is the third ranking dignitary. It was 
Aristide Briand who managed the election: of Paul 
Deschanel and it was probably he who devised the defeat 
last Friday of Paul Painlevé. The election of ‘Gaston 
Doumergue moves M. Oran one step nearer to the 
Premiership. 
Personally M: Doumergue is neither a vigorous nor 
a remarkable character. Step by step he has risen from 
the position of a minor colonial official to the highest 
offices in the state. He represents no special viewpoint, 
no marked policy, but is able to accommodate his cor- 
victions to suit those of his associates. In 3914 he was 
a compromise Premier between Poincaré and Caillaux 
and may be so described today as President of the Re-

public. He Sala to the Radical wing that is willing 
to follow M. Poincaré when he is in office. At the same 
time he is not antagonistic to M. Caillaux. It is not 
probable he will interfere with the policy of either faction. 
Being extremely good natured, he has been YWicknamed 
“The Man Who Laughs.” His elevation is not so much 

a success for the Nationalists as a defeat for the Cartel 
te Gauches, but M. Painlevé may be contént with his 
position as President of the Chamber. 

Having spent an entire month in making these adjust- 
ments, it is time the new leaders took the Government in 
hand and proceeded to negotiations with England and 
Germany. M. Doumergue has already expressed himself 
in favor of what is known as “international solutions” as 
opposed to nationalistic. He will not interfere with 
whatever M. Herriot and Ramsay MacDonald agree upon. 
Whether in the long run M. Herriot will be able to hold 
his Radical and Socialist majority togethér, espedially on 
domesgic issues, is another question. If he fails, an 
alliance may be arranged between the Radicals and the 
Republicans of the Left, in which case M. Briand will be 
the logical man to head the Government.

A Twilight in Castile 


Maprip, May 26 (Special Correspondence )—Often it is 
not until months afterward that one enjoys the full signifi- 
cance of an event. Now when the turf on the Navacerrada 
vields to the foot and lightens in the wind; when buttercups 
catch the sun, and common mountain flowers—broom and 
dwarf narcissi—brighten the thickets; when the sea of firs that 
flows in the passes has the greenness of a spring tide; when 
the sun seems to stand still, while down in the valley the 
curved tiles of the house roofs grasp the heat and quiver in the 
haze—when noon comes in May, one remembers a January 
twilight. : 

Then, the sun went down red and hard into Portugal. The 
snow on the peaks was rose colored. The pine tfunks were 
red. The snow on the road became purple in the shadows 
and ruts, and fiery in the sun. ‘The snow on the trees caught 
the light. There were moments of enchantment. Men came 
down from the Pass on skis and passed silently from sunlight 
to shadow. Then one left the snow and found the mule track. 
The enchanted moments went and the hard Castilian twilight 
set in. 

The long jaw of the Sierra with its back teeth rose aloft, 
In the west was aredg low, 
with the far mountain—the Gredos, one cnaatiadll-<iadiag: pur- 
ple against it. The mule path was rough. One reached from 


“ledge to Iedge and jumped from bowlder to bowlder. The 


descent was steep, and a few miles below the arms of the plain 
of New Castile were held out to meet one in the dusk. Males 
away at the foot of the Sierra were the lights of the Escorial; 
nearer, the lights of Guadarrama, and right below, the lights 
of Cercedilla. A cold wind was creaking in the thickets and 
flowing in the pines. One saw the black passes by which Bor- 
row must have crossed the mountains into Segovia, and which 
Napoleon must have taken in the terrible and memorable winter 
of 1808.

It was a cold, hard twilight. There were no sentimental 
gradations of mist, color and emotion. It was austere, simple 
and frugal, as Castile always is. All dav long the life of the 
plains seemed to be the sun; at night all one heard was the 
hard, lingering clang of a bell or the hoot of an owl. Castile 
is bare, stony and lonely, frowning like a fortress. Antonio 
Machado wrote: 


Oh land. sad and noble, 
Of the high plains, the wilderness and the rocky places. 


Down the path pack-mules were stepping with their owners. 
One heard bursts of warm conversation, and the sound of water 
a long wav off. The earth was black; everything was in sil- 
houette. The sky was golden with stars. Two men carrying 
sheepskins and sgicks were talking about a sale in Segovia, and 
one described how he had missed the finest donkey in the fair, 
and how he had managed to hire his ponies out at good prices 
for three days running. The men walked sharply and were 
lost under the brow of the hill. The steely loneliness, cold- 
ness and silence of the Castilian twilight made ene long for 
companionship and streets. 

In the streets of Cercedilla the stars shone on the puddles 
and streams swollen with the thaw. The soft weather had 
left water and mud everywhere. There was a strange mixture 
of aggressive modern houses and dilapidated old ones. Hand- 
fuls of. coal were being unloaded from a donkevs panniers at 
the door of the posada: One heard the shriek of an old-f&sh- 
iofied gramophone, and harsh voices shouting and singing. - A 
motor car splashed and roared down the hill on its way to 


the station.

In the station there was a dim light. There were bags of 
miscellaneous luggage and, on the platform, crowds of talking, 
laughing Spaniards yrith skis and snowshoes. One was glad to 
forget the austerity of the twilight in the friendliness of the 
station. The trains of Castile are rather fantastic creatures 
of romance than dull mechanisms. The single-line track, the 
scarcity of trains, their stage-coach speed and their casual sta- 
tion manners—all serve to make the Spanish “Mixto’ or 
“Rapido,” and even the fierce “Expresso.” ‘appear amiable, 
familiar, oily, steaming, blustering fellows who will stay longer 
than they ought at wayside stations for the sake of old times 
and good fellowship, and who, nevertheless, can be held up by 
the flag of the gatekeeper’s daughter at anv level crossing. In 
the plaing, at those little stations where there is no platform 
and where the only officials are two cockerels and a long brown 
dog lying asleep in the shade of a wall, the train is treated as 


some great animal, an iron dragon crawling over the plateau, - 
at night snorting flame and smoke straight at the stars, a red* 


light on its tari! 


‘The hard twilights of Castile, gnd the dry, sharp hammer- 


ing of the bells breaking the evening air to pieces, are things 
to think of in friendly: places. I remember the long, cold wait 
at Cercedilla. And how gradually came a murmuring a league 


away, and how it grew to muttering and breathing, and then | 


to faint roaring, and to nearer roaring, and pulsating, and 
heaving, and roaring again, and then pounding, and pulsating, 
and heaving altogether, furiously. And how I saw the shaft 
of smoke and flame leaping right to the stars, and the tail of 
the dragon with a red light on it.

It was the Santander train, glorious in its thunderings, 
struggling up the valley and stirring tremendous echoes in the 
hills—the hills which had stood cold and silent in the twilight, 
now warm with echoes welcoming the train. Soon it drew 
in, monstrously high, with an engine swollen with the 
importance of its wheels and pistons, and steaming and dripping 
from every pores The station bell rang cheerfully. People 
ran across the line and, jostling against one another, clambered 
into the coaches in a state of confusion which was heartening 
to see. 

The loneliness of little journeys left one. The melancholy 
of the quick falling of the sun behind the Gredos into Portugal ; 
the enchanted moment when the after light touched the boughs 
of the firs, and the men on skis went silently over the snow, 
rose-colored in the sun, and indigo in the shadow ; the austerity 
and diamond hardness of twilight in Castile—one forgot about 
it all. Instead one warmed at the sight of the friendly train 
and at the thought of its great journey. 
the echoes in the Guadarrama and trouble cattle in the Passes! 
How it would rattle and jolt into Segovia, and awaken small 
stations! And how the people in the villages on the slopes of 
the plateau would say, “There goes the ‘Rapido’ to Santander ; 
it must be nine o'clock.” Or one thought of the sleepy boys 


‘at a score of Castilian stations who would sing out, “Hay 


‘agua! Agua fresca! Water! Fresh water!” of the dozing 
soldiers in the Tercero wagon, waking suddenly at Medina del 
Campo; and of the merchant of Santander finding the light of 
‘the compartment too dim to read by. And picturing the iron 
dragon scampering under the stars, one would forget the stern-
